The bill provides for the appoint- 


ment of a commission by the governor 
which would serve without compensa- 
tion. Ten round bouts would be per- 
mitted and contestants would be al- 
lowed to wear five ounce gloves if 
weighing 158 pounds or under, or six- 
ounce gloves if over 138 pounds. The 
bill prohibits decisions; provides li- 
cense fees ranging from J23 to 5300; 
that five per cent of the gross re- 
receipls go into the state treasury;

600 a year.

Raymond Robins In his two hours talk 
before the City Club at the Orlando

After a service of many months In 


Russia during the days of the Rus- 
sian revolution as the head of the 
American lied Cross mission there 
Col Robins lately returned to the Uni- 
ted States, in his address Wednes- 
day night In Decatur portrayed the

CLOSE UP VIEWS. 


In his manner of speech he is the 


same Robins who spoke here years 
ago. 
His talk was shot through 


with close up views of the person- 
ality of the out standing men in re- 
cent Russlon history. 
Intimately 


associated with 
Kerensky, Lenine, 


Trotsky, Lvoff, Kornilof and other 
well known characters in the recent 
tremendous events these men lived 
anrl acted before his hearers as Mr. 
r.oblns vividly described the 
rela- 


tions each had to the great social 
and 
political 
revolution 
through 


which that nation has passed. 


The talk waa one of extraordi- 


nary Interest although only about 
seventy members of the club and 
their guests heard it. 


Unquestionably it was the most il- 


luminating exposition of the great 
movement for the establishment of 
the rule of the S3 per cent over tho 
seven per cent who had owned, ruled, 
robbed and ruined Russia for cen- 
turies, ever heard in Decatur. 


CAUSE OF FAILURE. 


The failure of the allies to restore 


Russia to the fighting line was as- 
cribed bv the speaker to the total 
failure of the western nations to 
understand what was really happen- 
ing In the great out doors In Russia. 
T>ie seven per cent view point was 
adhered to by the western nations 
because they listened onlv to what 
the indoors, palace living, tea drink- 
ing seven per cent told them and 
they told what they wanted to be 
true rather than what really was 
true. 


The total lack of a middle class, 


the bulwark of stability in this coun- 
try, 
created a condition in Russia 


which the western nations failed to 
understand. 


AMERICA SAFE. 


America is comparatively safe from 


Bolshevism because we have here 
that middle class and because we 
have here a valid social order that 
can endure—"A serving church, a 
serving government, a serving eco- 
nomic order." 


Mr. Robins expressed himself un- 


reservedly in the belief that Lenine 
and Trotsky are sincere. He told

NEVER FALSE. 


Neither ever pretended a. friend- 


ship for the western governments 
as such. They always differentiated 
the laboring people of all nations 
from their governments but never 
once, said Mr. Robins, did he find that 
either of these leaders of the HUB- 
slan revolution played his false or 
failed to do exactly what they had 
agreed to do. 


In reply to questions asked at the 


close of his talk the speaker said 
that he was not a Bolshevist, that he 
did not believe their program practi- 
cal or permanent but that he did not, 
on this account, deny his admiration 
for men whom he believed to be sin- 
cere and who. as far as his very close 
association and observation could de- 
tect, were putting their own lives In 
the balance for an Idea. 


ALLIES FAILED. 


Col. Robins detailed with his usual 


careful attention 
to 
actual facts 


dates, persons, documents, of which 
he carried the protographs, "he piti- 
able failures of the allied representa- 
tives In Russia to take afcantage of 
the offer made by TrotsRy and Le- 
nine to refuse to accept the Brest-LI'.- 
ovsk treaty and to reorganize the 
Russian army against Germany. He- 
peatedly he told of incidents which 
went to prove that the Soviet gov 
ernment was the only stable govern- 
ment in Russia and the only recog- 
nized power whereby 
ho 
traveled 


without firing a shot, for 6.000 miles 
across Siberia with the simple pass 
gi\en to him by Trotsky. 


SOVIET IDEALS. 


He detailed what the ideals of the 


Soviet government Include, the estab- 
lishment of schools, the undoing of 
the injustice of the centuries where 
men by the millions have been prac- 
tically owned by the few, cowed by 
the Cossack whip and sword. He said 
tha'. all revolutions had been ac- 
companied, by 
bloodshed 
and 
he 


doubted If the Russian upheaval had 
been the occasion of anything like the 
number of deaths as followed many 
of the other great revolts In history 


Tha soviet program, said Mr. Rob- 


ins, In his opinion is wrong and can- 
not last, but Just the same the soviet 
government is now the ruling force 
in Russia.
